A Letter from the President 
Of the Provincial Command 
/ Of the Canadian Legion 
Dear Sir: 


It woud be appreciated if I, as the 
Provincial President of the Canadian 
Legion in Alberta, could through your 
columns give my opinion of the con- 

“ditions existing at the present in re- 
spect to Basic Pensions and War Vet- 
erans Allowance, 


At the last two Dominion Conven- 
tions of the Canadian Legion, held in 
Saskatoon in 1948 and in Winnipeg 
in 1950, resolutions were passed urg- 
ing the Dominion Government to take 
action to remedy the deporable posi- 
tion in which small pensioners and re- 
ciplents of War Veterans Allowance 
find themselves today, but it is re- 
grettable to state that the Govern- 
ment up to this time has failed to 
amend the respective acts. 

It is quite true that, at the session 
of Parliament just concluded, a vote 
of two million dollars as an unem- 
ployability supplement was passed, 
but as this affects only a small num- 
ber of those that require aid it has 
not solved the main problem. 

The cost-of-living index is now at 
187, but the recipients of pensions 
and of War Veterans Allowance are 
still on the same basic rate without 
any increase in either pensions or al- 
lowances, 


A single man who is in receipt of 
War Veterans Allowance receives a 
basic rate of $40.48. A married man 
receives a basic rate of $70.83. If he 
is industrially unemployable he may 
apply for an additional allowance of 
ten dollars per month. On this allow- 
ance he is expected to pay rent, light, 
heat and fuel, to clothe himself and 
his wife and out of the remainder 
buy groceries sufficient to keep body 
and soul together. This Sir, is a finan- 
celal and economical impossibility. 
These men are not living but merely 
existing, existing in a country as rich 
Canada, and existing in a country 
that was served to the best of their 
ability when the country was in dire 
need of their help. 


It should not be hard to imagine 
that the Government's disregard of 
the plight of the small pensioner and 
the recipient of the W.V.A, 1s, to 
some extent, the reason for the re- 
luctance of men to enlist in the armed 
forces, 

I do not hesitate to say that the 
re-habilitation program that the Gov- 
ernment set out at the conclusion of 
the last war proven to be the 
best in the entire world and ex-ser- 
vicemen appreciate this to the fullest 
extent. nothing can justify 
the lack of Government action in re- 
spect to the class 
how swiering and for whom no steps 
have been taken to keep their living 
conditions on a level of what they 
were even in 1945, 

I have written this letter to again 
bring to the attention of your readers 
the plight in which many servicemen 
find themselves today, with the hope 
that individuals and organized groups 
of people throughout the country will 
take ai interest in this matter and 
bring it to the attention of their 
elected representatives.
